_Reports from Nanking state that Chinese aireraft heavily 
bombed the Japanese war fleet off Woosung yesterday and scored 
several direct hits on two destroyers and ‘one cruiser, according to’ 


official quarters. 
The official 


report adds that severe Japanese attacks in the 


Yangtsepoo and Hongkew sectors have been repulsed and that the 
Chinese positions in these areas remain ‘unchanged. 

Although the Japanese assert that their “big push” is not yet 

- under way, the biggest battle of the current Sino-Japanese conflict 


raged in all 


sectors around Shanghai yesterday. The Japanese, 


‘operating from the Yangtsepoo district to Woosung, used machine- 
guns, trench mortars, light and heavy artillery, naval guns and 


bombing. planes in an attempt.to.demoralise the Chinese. forces. - 


The Chinese resisted stubbornly, with great fortitude 
under the storm of shell. They may have given a little 
ground, as the Japanese assert, on the Yangtsepoo front, 
but on all other fronts their lines remain intact. 
Yangtsepoo was weakened by the withdrawal of troops 
to meet the Japanese hammer blows at Liuho. 

The Chinese, however, possibly by means of these 
same troops, frustrated another Japanese attempt to 
land troops at Liuho. Early reports stated that the 
Japanese troops in Paoshan, from which the Chinese 
retired the previous day-under a terrific naval bombard- 
ment, were being hotly pressed and the recapture of the 
now ruined city by; the Chinese appeared.to be imminent. 
Subsequently, the Chinese claimed ‘the city was cleared 
of the enemy and _ is now held by their own troops.—

Shanghal, Sept. 0 (5 p.m.). 

Mr, Earl H. Leaf, manager of the 
United Press in Tlentsin for three 
years, orrived In Shanghai on Sun- 
day night. He spent a month visit- 
Ing the Chinese front along tho 
Tientsin-Pulcow Rallway, in Southern 
Hopel, touring strategic points in 
Shantung, and finally travelling by 
train from Tsingtao to Shanghni 
where he {s now resting after one 
of the most strenuous assignments 
undertaken by any correspondent 
during the Sino-Japanese hostilities, 

The following despatch was written 
on his arrival at Shanghal: 

A_ month's. observation in the 
battlefields of {he war zone, Includ- 
ing two weeks’ living with the 
Chineso armies on tho Tsinpu front, 
convinces mo that. the Chinese... are 
preparing for a long-term war, pos- 
sibly five pears. So far they have 
not been discouraged by temporary 
sethocks, duc to thelr entire strategy 
belng based on prolongation of the 
war, 

The most remarkable contrasts in 
the war zones upcountry and metro- 
Politan Shnonghat is the former's 
altituds that “Jopan will never lick 
us,” while the attitude in Shanghat 
can be summarised as “China Is 
militarily weak, but we will resist 
Jnpanese aggression until the bitter 


end.” 
Country Calm 


Any sign of panic or fear evident 
in crowded metropolitan oroas is 
entirely absent in the northern war 
zones Where the farmers and vil- 
lagers are digging trenches and 
harvesting thelr crops with absolute 
unconecen for bursting shells, Chin- 
ese troops with Inferior equipment— 
including umbretlns but not steel 
helmets—and practically no artillery, 
trench mortars or anti-alreraft equip- 
ment are fighting savagely against 
the full mechanised Japanese army. 

Three days and two nights of 
the Chinese front line trenches dure 
Ing o most intense Japanese offensive 
puzzled me owing to the Japanese 
Infantry, air bombers ‘and tanks, 
being pecullarly Ineffective, despite 
their most carnest efforts. 

Gen. Li Wen-tien, commander of 
the 38th Division of the 29th Army, 
sald my sojourn in the front Ines 
occurred during the most serious 
days of the Japanese offensive, 

The Jupanese are determined to 
have no fighting Jn Tsingtao owing 
to the huge Japancse proptrty In- 
terests there, but Jf they intend to 
atlack Shantung [t will be from 
Tauingkou (“Dragon's Mouth") near 
Chefoo, on the gulf of Chihll. How- 
ever, the Chinese are well prepared 
with a dozen trench lines and hun- 
dreds of pill. boxes across Enstern 
Shantung where the Japanese would 
find a virtual Hindenburg Line, 


Peasants Ready 


L stopped scores, of typical villag- 
ers in the four provinces nnd found 
that they were determined to re- 
main ond perform their usual Jabour 
while sons who could be spar 
jolned the militia or enlisted as 
plainclothesmen. 

In Nanking spirits were running 
very high as ex-warlords, represent- 
ing every province, sat at the councils 
of war, The most. famous Red 
leaders, Chu ‘Tch and Mao Tse-tung, 
spent nearly a fortnight In Nanking 
liscussing feneral strategy os well 
as. the disposition of the former 
Communist urmies at present a” part 
of the Central forces. ; . 

A long train journcy was devotd 
of incidents except yesterday when 
Japanese bombers flew over the train 
sending passengers - scurrying to 
cover, but no bombs were dropped. 

The train was scheduled to proceed 
to Jessfield Station, but haltcd at 
Siccawel owing to the Jessfield area 
Soing bombed as the-train appronch- 
ed it.—United Press. 


China To Appeal 


Nanking, Sept. 6. 

‘The Foreltn Office announce to- 
day that it had been decided to make 
a formal appeol to the League of 
Nations against the Japancse npgres-

But Small Wages To Many -Pro.s Are Bitter Reflection On A Wealthy Sport 


* COTTON AIDS THE 
«.  UNDER-DOG 


For many years golf has been the Cinderella of sports. Thero 
is plenty of moncy in the game, many million pounds being invested 
in golf courses and equipment, but tho remuneration of tho pro- 
fessional golfer has been comparatively very small. 


Thero are stil! men in the game 
who only by the strictest economy 
avold the. hunger Une. ‘This is a 
bitter ceflectlon in a game which fs 

. mupported -by millions of people who 
are comfortably off, ‘ - 

“But somchow the professional golfer 
42 often considered a good follow who 
ds Junt part of the club and the cours¢, 
not a human belng who needs to live. 
He in treated well usa rule and even 
rexpected, but if members could 
reallse how diMcult tome of their 
professonals find it to male o ving 
out of the fame they’ would be 


ahocked. : 

NOMINAL FEES 
The retalning: fees at clubs are in 
the majority of cnses merely nomin- 
al; in fact, when the professional has 
paid the wages of his assistant there 
ih nothing left for himself, Those’ 
who employ more than one assistant 
and perhaps‘'a club-maker to look 
after the repalrs of members’ clubs 
hein the week with a heavy debit 

balance. es ‘ 

Golfers seem to live under the de-- 
Qusion that the professional is rolling 
in wealth and lends a Hfe of Juxury, 
bat lo-day the average retaining fee 
of professionals to golf clubs does not 
- amount to £2 a week, The profes- 
tlanal must make his ving from the 


proft on sale of balls, clubs, and other} 


itemo of golf equipment unless he is 
sugh nosldiled alfer as to assure hime 
nelf of winning some of the bit prizes 
which are offered. 

It has occurred to many, no doubt, 
that there are a number of entrants 
for the bist professional tournaments 
who tave very little chance of wine 
ning a prize at all, To quote a fam- 
oux professionnt © golfer, “they have 
not enough sense to stay away.” That 
in n brutal way of Jooking at it, but 
from the standpoint of the profeaslon- 
al who may be an excellent teacher 

‘but ay a player only.” second 
there Is always the hope that he will 
produce something brilliant. 

TEMPTING PRIZES 

The temptation of n £500 prize, 
which is untold wealth to some of 
the men who are “servants of the 
gume," {s too great for them to stay 
away, but you and I go out in the 
monthly medal or a clyb tournnment 
with the hope that. we may win by 
olnying hy well us we think we can, 

Henry ‘Cotton's victory in the open 
championship will tend to revolu- 
tionise the financial status of profes- 
clonal golfers. This is prosperity 
yeur for the pald players. There is 
more money being offered than ever 
before, nnd between £15,000 ond 
£20,000 will have been presented in 
professionnl tournnments before the 
end of the yeur, to sny nothing of the 
big fees sometimes pald for exhibition 
games. Wenry Cotton has decided 
this time to “cash in” on tus open 
wCeen, 

-- Last ‘time he said-he would-not do 
_ bo until he had won the champlonship 
again, As a result Cotton has made 
golfers ‘reallse that the world’s best 
ployer at golf is entitled to demand 
-feos commensurate with tho position 
and comparable with the stars In 
other sports. ° 


Cotton has always been a champion 
ot the “under-dog,” and his - outlook 
on the stame will probably. be refiect~ 
ed in the general standard of pro- 
fessional solters’ wages. 

COTTON'’S CHARGES 

Where other open champions In the 
past have charged shillings for play- 
ing and teaching, Cotton charges 
pounds, ond naturally gets the fce to 
-which he Is thoroughly entitled. If 
a club manufacturer wishes to ‘copy 
and sell Cotton's clubs or a golf-ball 


class, 


manufacturer. to advertise the fact 
that thelr ball fs Cotton's choica they 
have to pay for it. Winning the open 
can; according to Walter Hagen ond 
Gene Snrazen, be worth £10,000, 

1 doubt whether elther ever made 
that sum in the years they won the 
open, but I expect that Cotton will 
quite rightly capltallse his position as 
world premier golfer to the extent of 
nt least half that sum, and perhaps 
more, 

I know he received an offer from 
the United States for na two-months 
tour there, It included: a share of 
the 10,000 dollars purse at. the 
Chicago open tournament and in the 
5,000 dollars prize at St, Paul, while 
an offer ofa return match with Dens- 
more Shute, another with Ralph 
Guldaht, and matches against four 
other leading American professional 
golfers in the United States were in- 
cluded in the programme, 

ATTRACTIVE TRIP 

Cotton's return expenses were 10 be 
pald, und though Loum prepared to 
believe that the offer was presented 
in its most attractive light, tt is 
nevertheless true that Cotton could 
have made £2,000 out of that trip. 
But Cotton ts, perhaps, the only pro- 
fessional in the world who can alford 
to refuse, £1,000 a month, partly be- 
cause that sum was perhaps problem- 
atical and also) because he is fully 
engaied with hig affairs at home. 

Hawever, he Is the exception, or

‘Declining ? 
‘(By ‘Watchman")} 


‘There is a character in ono of John’ 
Galsworthy’s Forsyte | Saco novels 
who is made to say that after he 
had Hved in India for two years he 
thought that he knew: something. 
about the Indians; when he had been 
there ten years he imagined that he 
knew everything about them; but 
after forty years he reallsed that he 
knew nothing about them. 

That character $s brought back to 
me from time to time after certain 
erlcket matches, for the more one 
sces of the game the more one realises 
{ts puzzles nnd caprices. The thing 
is unfathomable, 


bout it—or any 
second Test match, 
so much diversity © 
could. have believed that a. 
would come when an England team 
would win a Test match by 131 runs 
nnd yet be roundly condemned for 
indifferent play?) Who would have 
thought that they would live to find 
a Test match batsman, o youth only 
in hig twenty-second year, criticised 
from several anjles after he had 
scored a Test mutch century?

AMERICA TEACHES — 
BRITAIN A DAVIS 
CUP LESSON 


(By a Special Correspondent)’ 


In the middle of June probably the youngest of all American 


international teams

Davis Cup. How well they suc- 


-has already passed into the game's history, rather dis- 
aay those who believed that Great Britain could have won 
for a fifth year. The Americans are now home again, not only 
with the Cup but with three Wimbledon championships as make- 
weight among the more personal luggage of J. D. Budge, the 


conqueror. 


From the British standpoint it was 
lementable that a Challenge Round, 
bravely begun, should peter out so 
forlornly as in that hour of misery 
when C. E. Hare came into the de- 
cisive match against F. A, Parker 
and could have hardly scen the ball. 
Apart from the unaccountable loss 
of service power that took nace after 
ace from Budge there was the techni- 
cal reason that Parker, slowly 
deliberate over his moves, makes the 
wame look Jike chess and uses all the 
piuwns, where Hare thinks only of 
the queen and the bishops—his ser- 
vice and volleys. 


Nothing Is to be guined by crying 
over spilt milk, but if the Davis Cup 
is worth winning back again (and 
most of the world thinks it 4s) there 
are lessons to be learned from our 
discomfiture. It was no fault of 
Hare and F. H. D. Wilde that they 
played in key-matches of a world 
Anil well below thelr tournament 
form, although it was equally 
Parker's first experience of a Chal- 
Jenge Round as theirs. Budge and G. 
Mako are not among the greatest of 
doubles players and they should have 
been beaten) by Germany and 
Britain had first’ H. Henkel, then 
Wilde served properly. 


One man docs not make a fine 
team, and in spite of Budge, a magni- 
ficent champion, the Davis Cup need 
not stay In America for nearly so 
Jong as most people think if we, in 
common with all the other countries 
who want it, properly set about win- 
ning -it. It all depends upon the 
foresight and understandinit of those 
who govern the game and the will of 
the players to steel themselves 
ugainst a brave adventure. — Elther 
the sacriflees demanded by assiduous 
practice and training are worth while 
or they are not: if we want the Davis 
Cup we must be prepared to make 
as much or more of a fetish of it as 
the other people. 


A BELATED MOVE - 


Last autumn F. J; Perry became a 
professional, and the cry went up 
that the Davis Cup was lost. The 
months went by and nothing was 
done until, in the last week of Wim- 
bledon, Hare was selected as. second 
string because he happened to have 
played five good scts ugninst Henkel. 
it was even worse in the case ° of 
Wilde, wha for years past has shown 
remurkable powers as a doubles 
player, but who came into the team 
only when G. P, Hughes fell il. He 
might have been given his chance 
in -the years when -the British team 
were prepared to lose the doubles. in 
advance, . 


But last autumn was the time to 
have made a move. A group of the 
most promising young players might 
have been invited to train through 
the winter on wood, us they do In 
Paris under R. Lacoste; if Californian 
sunshine is-the forcing ground of 
champions, a few of them might have 
Hone to California. At any rate, 
under some system of voluntary dis- 
cipline, they might have been fired 
with the ambitlon of defending the 
Davis Cup and strengthened their 
weaknesses at the expense of less 
“pot-hunting” at small tournaments, 
Some such scheme of making our 
most likely players Davis Cup-con- 
sclous should be evolved before the 
season Is out if it 13 to be won ogain 
in their generation. it would cost 
money, but presumably the Cup 
means big money to someone, and 
one cannot sce that the spirit of 
amateurism would be offended more 
deeply than It is under the present 
tournament system. The battles of 
a great Davis Cup player, H. W. 
Austin, must now be numbered, and 
one would like-to see his wisdom and 
experience placed at the disposal of 
those who would learn hia secrets. 
He wrote the other day that we could 


only silt back and wait for another 
Perry to create himself—a negative: 
attitude, with a rather ill-chosen 
example, for Perry's was genius that 
blazed out In spite of the authorities, 


Austin might have elted W. T. Tilden, 


Lacoste or himself -as examples of 
what could be done by sheer per- 
severance. 

Another lesson of the Challenge 
of doubles play. A Davis Cup 
doubles match Is often the key to 
the whole contest, yet since the days 
of Dr, J. C. Gregory and I. G. Collins 
British teams have been prepared to 
throw it awny. This Is all the more 
remarkable because most people play 
doubles in their clubs. ‘ithe reason 
is to be found in the secondary im- 
portance given to doubles by the 
tournaments, at which ployers often 
leave it‘to the executive to find 
partners for them. 


PREPARE IN TIME 


Great Britain were twice lucky to 
have won the Davis Cup at all—first 
because Perry, willy-nilly, had 
arisen, and, secondly, because H, E. 
Vines had so overplnyed himself in 
the summer of 1933 that he falnted 
on court at Auteuil, There was cer- 
tainly little systematic foresight about 
na victory that suddenly made the 
Cup such a cherished possession that 
there might have been more thought, 
for its defence this year. Now is 
the time to prepare a Davis Cup 
“squad,"’ whose business it is to re- 
sain it, Just as the French Musketeers 
went after it year after year against 
sterner adversaries than the present 
holders, : 


It is more uncomplimentary to the 
British team than the-Americans to 
state that the team just welcomed 
back to the United “States fs the 
weakest that has ‘ever carried off the 
cup, for all the individual greatness 
of Budge Germany's two-man team 
does not compare wel) with — the 
Dohertys, with N. E. Brookes and A, 
F, Wilding, or with Tilden ond W. 
M. Johnston; but there was more 
balance about G. von. Cramm and 
Henkel than America’s one-man 
team. As the play went, it should 
have been Germany's year, just as 
it might have been Australia’s, but 
for , their wretched luclk in_ losing 
both thelr singles players through 
iness. Both — these teams, through 
their preparedness, will have better 
chances than Great Britain next 
year; but since the beginning of the 
century -the Davis Cup has been 
much harder to win than to hold.

The-value of total production 
has increased by a quarter since 
1913. The sown area has risen 
by nearly a third. 

The average grain harvest 
during the past four years has 
been appreciably higher than 
the average for the four pre-war 
years, The production of two 
key products, sugar beet and 
flax, has more than doubled since 
the war and the output of cotton 
has increased six-fold. 

The disaster which: overtook 
the country’s livesotck during 
the collectivisation crisis, how- 
ever, is still not made good. 
There are only about half the 
pre-war number of horses and 
barely more than half the num- 
ber of sheep and goats. Cattle 
have returned practically to the 
pre-crisia total and pigs have 
passed it. 

Nothing that I have seen in 
Russia has done more to in- 
crease my faith in the essential 
soundness of the country than 
the technical and cultural ac- 
tivity I have seen on the farms, 
Millions of peasants are still 
living a life which materially 
would be distasteful to our own 
agricultural labourer, but the 
progress already made is vast 
and in my view the prospects of 
wealth in the’ future are 
illimitable.

BACTERIA 


World Scientists’ 
Talk on New Drug 


WIDER RESEARCH 


From A Special Correspondent 


A new form of attack against 
bacterial disease will,.I learn, be 
the -theme of an international 
discussion to be held at this 
yeur’s meeting of the British 
Association—at Nottingham 


from September 1 to 8. 

Hitherto, the only weapons avall- 
able against bacterin have been the 
use of disinfectants—to prevent In- 
fection—and inoculation—whether to 
provide advance protection, or to 
hasten recovery. 

Now, the possibility of calling jn 
the chemist has been raised by the 
success of the new drug ‘“Prontosil" 
--a synthetic dye—in holding child- 
bed fever in checte. 


FIRST IN HISTORY 


This is the first instance In“hlstory 
of a man-made drug proving effec- 
tive nogalinst bacterial discase. So 
impressed , have been the British 
nuthoritles that a new Institute of 
“chemotherapy” is being established, 
with Government support for the 
making and testing of new artifictal 
drugs, 

The technique may be broadly 
described os that of watching Nature, 
and then attempting to improve on 
her products, 

Through many years of work 
chemists have obtained, a good {idea 
of the structure which Nature uses— 
natural drugs from plants; the vita- 
mins; gland substances from, the 
human~ body; the various — sex- 
controlling chemicals. 

Taking: the natural product as his 
theme, the chemist can then play 
variations on it in the manner of a 
musician until he has produced the 
effect he wants. 

“Prontosil" was not a random dis- 
covery, but the result of a systematic 
search in which a wide variety of 
chemicals, all. of -broadly. similar 
structure, were tried. Both in Eng- 
land and Germany greatly Intensified 
efforts are now belng planned,

Honey for. 
Health 


ONEY Is one of the, finest of all 
foods, rich In i vitamins and 
health-giving properties, and we can 
make iiuch use of it now that It Js 
plentiful and reasonably cheap.

These can be made in 
several ways. One way {s to take 
three (or four) cggs, three-quarter 
pint of fresh mille, a tablespoonful of 
honey, and some alices of, bread.

To A Shambles

Although British interest in the 
Spanlsh war is tonsidcrably over- 
shadowed by the fighting in Chinn, a 
arim reminder of the nature of the 
Spanish war Js furnished {n a report 
of a Reuter cepresentative's tour in 
the town of Belchite, un the Aragon 
{ront, after its capture by the Govern- 
ment. 7 

No buildings escaped damnge, few 
are left standing, while. the strecty 
are almest Impnssable owing te the 
shattered buildings and are strewn 
with bodies of Moorish soldiers, 
mules, cats and dogs. 


The shell-holed cathedral, in whicn 
the Insurgents made na dramatic last 
stand, responding to the terrific 
Government oarullery = fire | wai 
machine-guns, resembles a shambles, 
with charred bodies of some of the 
defenders umid the debris, caused by 
the explosions of. incendiary shells. 

The town Is probably in worse 
ruins than any ‘town bombarded dur- 
ing the Great War. No fewer than 
1,700 Insurgent bodies were found in 
the town, while 3,000 Insurgents were 
taken prisoner in the Belchite sector.

ACCOMPLICE GETS 
PARDON . 


TURNS KING'S 
EVIDENCE 


The most dramatic moment in the 
“Sincere Company murder trial,” 
which began its concluding stages 
before the Chicf Justice, Sir Atholl 
MacGregor at Criminal Sessions this 
morning, occurred when Ko Wah- 
tuk, self-confessed accomplice In the 
killing, was ygranted-his conditional 
pardon for turning King’s evidence. 

Ko looked extraordinarily healthy 
and fit and was‘wearlng'a good sult 
of clothes, In strange contrast to the 
figure he presented on the first day's 
hearing at Kowloon Masistracy, 

Ko did not Iook nt the two men 
In the dock against whom he was 
giving evidence. The Chief Justice 
received the written pardon from the 
Attorney General and told witness he

loon, on May 13, on divers dates 
between March 1 and May 13: 

Au Hing, 37, unemployed, charsed 
with the murder of David Chan Sze,

Whyatt, sistant Attorney-Gene: 
conducted. the efse Jor-the Grown, 
Ll was defended by the- Hon. Mr, 
Teo D'Almada, Jne., Instructed by 
Mr. Leo D’Alinada, Sar., wile Mr.

AGGRAVATING THE 
SITUATION 
Naiviety continues to be the 
characteristic feature of official 
Japanese utterances 


in regard 
to the crisis in China, Mr. K. 
Ilirota, the Foreign Minister, in 
his latest speech, again declares 
that “Japan has no other objec- 
tive than to see a happy .and 
tranquil North. China, and all 
China freed from the dangers 
of such calamitous hostilities as 
the present.” Elsewhere, he 
speaks of the basic policy of the 
Japanese Government as aiming 
at the -stabilisation of East 
Asin through conciliation and 
co-operation between Japan’ and 
China. China. is 
accused of ignoring 
true motive, and, therefore, no 
option is left to Japan but the 
use of foree. In other words, 
China is to be compelled to be 
friendly and happy at the point 
lof the Japanese sword! She 
has to “mend her ways”—which 
is another way of saying that 
she must submit to dictation as 
to where she shall lecate her 
own defence forces and not 
object if Japan continues to 
make inroads on her territorial 
integrity. What has not been 
made plain, however, is Japan’s 
precise objective in the Shang- 
hai operations, and, what is of 
even greater moment to us on. 
this part-of the China coast, 
why she deems it necessary to 
shell and seize Chinese Customs 
craft, occupy the Pratas wea- 
ther station, and subject British 
There 
are circumstances — connected 
with the capture of the Customs 
boats which may easily involve 
international complications of a 
most serious character; similar- 
ly, the stopping of the Taishan 
will need some explaining in 
view of the assurance given that 
foreign shipping would not be 
molesied ag a consequence of 
the operation of the blockade. 
The remoteness of these local 
incidents from the’ hostilities 
tuking place in North China and 
the Shanghai area would almost 
seom to suggest that Japan is 
now bent on a policy of general 
aggravation of an already high- 
ly-charged situation.

SUGAR AGREEMENT 
RATIFIED BY MANY 
NATIONS 


London, Sept. 6.

But Small Wages To Many Pro.s Are Bitter Reflection On A’ Wealthy Sport 
COTTON AIDS THE : 


UNDER-DOG

For many years golf has been the Cinderella of sports. There 

_ Js plenty of money in the game, many million pounds being invested 

‘in golf courses and cquipment, but the remuneration of the pro- 
fessional golfer has becn comparatively very small. 


There are still men in tho Kame | 
who only by the strictest cconomy 
aveld the hunger linc. This {is a 
bitter reflection In a game which Is 
supported by milNons of people who 
are comfortably olf. 

But somehow the professional golfer 
Ja often considered n youd fellow who 
fa Just port of the club nnd the course, 
not a human belng who necds to Hive, 
He Js treated well as a rule and‘even 
respected, but f£ members could 
realise how diMcult some . of their 
professionals Mind it to make a iving 
out of the game they would be 
ébhocked, 

NOMINAL FEES 

The retalning fees at clubs are in 
Ahe majority of cases merely nomin- 
al; in fact, when the professional has 
paid the wages ‘of his asststant there 
s nothing left for. himself, Those 
who employ more than one assistant 
and perhaps a clubemaker to look 
after the repairs of members’ clubs 
begin the week with a heavy debit 
balance. ; 

Golfers seem to live under the de- 
fusion that the professional Js rolling 
in wealth and leads a life of luxury, 
but to-day the average retaining fee 
of professionnis to golf clubs does not 
umount to £2 a week, The profes- 
alonut must make hic Iving: from the 
profit on sale of balls, clubs, and other 
items of golf equipment unless he Is 
such a skied golfer as to assure hime 
self of winning: some of the big prizes 
which are offered. 

It has occurred: to muny,-no doubt, 
that there ure a number of entrants 


for the big professional tournaments 
who have very little chance of win- 
ning 8 prize at all, ‘To quote & fam- 
ous professional golfer, “they have 
not enowth sense to slay away.” That 
is a brutal way of looking at it, but 
from the standpuint of the profession- 
al who muy be an excellent teacher 
but.a3 n player only second class, 
there js always the hope that he will 
produce something brilliant. 2 
TEMPTING PRIZES 

The temptation of n £500. prize, 
which js untold wenlth to some of 
the men who! are “servants of the 
game," js too grent for them to stay 
away, but you and T go out in the 
monthly medal or o club tournnment 
with the hope that we may win by 
‘plnying of well as we think we can, 

Henry Cotton's victory In the open 
championship will tend to — revolu- 
tlonise the financial stutus of profes- 
sional golfers. This is prosperity 
year for the pnid players. There Is 
more moncy being offered than ever 
before, und between £15,000 and 
£20,000 will have been presented in 
professional tournaments before the 
end of the yeur, to say nothing of the 
big fees sometimes puid for exhibition 
games. Henry Cotton has deelded 

this time to “cash in on hls open 
success, 

Last time he sald he would not do 
so until he hnd won the champlonship 
again, As a result Cotton has made 
golfers realise that the world's best 
player ot golf is entitled to demnand 
fees commensurate with the position 
and comparable with the stars In 
other sports, 


Cotton hns always been a champion 
of the “under-dog,” ond his outlool 
on the game will probably be reflect- 
ed in the genernl standard of pro- 
fessionnl (olfers’ wages. 

COTTON'S CHARGES 


Where other open champions in the 
past hnve charged shillings for play- 
ing and teaching, Cotton ‘charges 
pounds, nnd naturally gets the fee to 
which ho is thoroughly entitled. If 
a club manufocturer wishes to copy 
and sell Cotton's clubs or n golf-ball

that their ball is Cotton's choice they 
have to pay for It. Winning the open 
can, necording to Walter Haugen and 
Gene Snrazen, be worth £10,000. 

1 doubt whether either ever made 
that sum in the years they’ won the 
open, but I expect that Cotton will 
quite rightly capitalise his positlon as 
world premier golfer to the extent of 
at least half that sum, and perhaps 
more, = 

I know he received an offer from 
the United States for n two-months 
tour there. It (Included a shure of 
the 10,000 dollars purse ont the 
Chicago open tournament and In the 
§,000 dollars prize at St. Paul, while 
an offer of a return match with Dens- 
more Shute, another with Ralph 
Guldahl, and matches against four 
other leading American professional 
golfers in the United States were In- 
cluded in the pro#ramme. 

ATTRACTIVE TRIP 

Coutton's return expenses were to be 
paid, and though Toam prepared to 
belleve that the offer was presented 
in jis most attractive light, it) is 
nevertheless true that Cotton could 
have made £2,000 out of that trip. 
But Cotton ts, perhaps, the only pro~ 
fessional in the world who can afford 
to refuse £1,000 u month, partly be- 
cnuse that sum was perhaps problem- 
atical and also, because he Js fully 
entaged with his affairs at home. 

However, he js the exceptlon, or 
has been up to the present. But his 
outlook, quite the correct one for a 
man who earns his living, ot the game, 
will doubtless have its effect upon 
professional golf in general since a 
much higher standard of skill and 
even education is demanded of the 
professional golfer to-day, and he {ts 
entitled to azmuch higher rate of pay.

Is Our Cricket 
Declining ? — 
(By ‘Watchman”) 


Thero 1s a character In onc of Jotin 
Galsworthy's, Forsyte Saga novels 
who Is mado to say that after ho 
had Mlved in India for two years he 
thought ‘that he knew something 
about the Indlans; when he had been 
there ten years he Imagined that he 
knew everything - about them; but 
after forty years hs! reailnetl that ho 
knew nothing about them. § 

That character Is brought baci to 
me from time to time alter certain 
cricket matches, for the more one 
sees of the game the more onc realises 
{ts puzzics and enprices, The thing 
is. unfathomable. It is only the 
novices—players or spectators—who 
Imagine that they know everything 
nbout it—or anything. Consider the 
second Test match, which has cause 
so much diversity of opinion. Who 
could have believed that a time 
would come when an England team 
would win a Test match by 131 rung 
and yet be roundly condemned for 
indifferent play? Who would have 
thought that they would Live to find 
a Test match batsman, a youth only 
In his twenty-second ycar, criticised 
from. several angles after he had 
scored a Test match century? Yet 
those things have happened. And 
the eritlcism hns not come from those 
who follow crickct without under- 
standing. It has come from some ot 
those who have made cricket a life 
study. ' 
ae recorded by the score-book, 
England did well, As recorded by 
the evidence of one’s eyesight, Eng- 
land did badly. The cose bolls down 
to this: either New Zealand cricket 
ig better than ever before In history 
or English cricket is poorcr vthan it 
has been for a long time, When we 
remember how modest is the record 
of the touring team ngalnst the 
counties, it appears certain that it Js 
England's representative ericket 
which $s Incking in quality, A win 
over Austratinis an entirely different 
matter from a win over New Zealand, 
especially when we realise how much 
our side benefited from the mistakes 
of “the \ opposition - fieidsmen.. 
misscd-catch epidemic was raging on 
the last day. . 

SOME COMPARISONS ; 

To say that England batted and at 
tlmes bowled disappointingly is not 
to belittle the form of New Zealand, 
who again put up a gallant’ fight. 
But no purpose js served by shutting 
our eyes to stern facts. J. Cowie, 
with all bis splendid energy and his 
power of endurance, Is a very long 
way from belng an E. A, McDonald; 
Dunning is not on O'Reilly; Hadlee 
Is not a Bradman. 

On “paper” England's first innings 
total of 359, declared, looked Impos- 
Ing enough, but there were big blots 
In St. Hutton’s batting has, deser- 
vedly, been loudly and widely 
pralsed.

ning it, it all depends upon the 
foresight and understanding of those 
who govern the game and the will of 
the players to steel themselves 
against a brave adventure, Either 
the sacrifices demanded by assiduous 
practice and training are worth while 
or they are not: If we want the Davis 
Cup we must be prepared to make 
as much or more of a fetish of it as 
the other people, 


A BELATED MOVE 


Last autumn FP. J..Perry became a 
professional, and the cry went up 
that the Davis ‘Cup was Jost. The 
months went. by and nothing was 
done until, in the Iast week of Wim- 
bledon, Hare was selected as“second 
string because he happened to have 
played five food sets against Henkel.
